_ GENTLEMEN : 

In accordance with the usual custom, and the requirement of 
the Statute, your Committee present you with the following report, 
setting forth the condition and progress of our schools during the 
past year, with some school statistics. 


DIVISION No. 1. 


Summer and fall terms taught by Elmira J. Felker. Length of 
summer term 8 weeks; wages of teacher per month, $24; whole 
number of scholars 21; average attendance 184; under five years 
of age, 1; attended every school-day, 10; tardy marks, 32. 

Fall term 4 weeks. Wages of teacher, $24 per month; whole 
number of pupils, 25; average attendance, 19 9-10; under 5 
years, 0; attended every day, 6; tardy marks, 27; number of 
visitors both terms, 26. 

Winter term 12 weeks. Wages of teacher per month, $32; 
whole number of scholars, 28; average attendance, 19; number 
over 15 years, 3; under 5 years, 0; attended every school-day, 5; 
tardy marks, 41; visitors, 55. Mrs. L. A. Ireson, teacher. 


DIVISION No. 2. 


Taught in the summer by Miss Mary A. Knight. Length of 
term, 3 months; wages of teavher, $24 per month; whole number

Winter term, Hattie A. Johnson, teacher. Length of term, 3 
months; wages of teacher per month, $32; whole number of schol- 
ars, 17; average attendance, 152%; scholars over 15 years, 6; under 
5,0; attended every school-day, 2; uumber tardy marks, 65; 
visitors, 30.

Length of term, 3 
months ; wages of teacher, $36 per month; whole number of schol-— 
ars, 25; average attendance, 224; scholars over 15 years, 6; under 


5 years, none; attended every school-day, 7; tardy marks, 115; 
visitors, 28. 


DIVISION No. 4. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Ella A. Teague. Length of 
term, 9 weeks ; wages of teacher per month, $24; whole number of 
scholars, 22; average attendance, 20; scholars under 5 years, 2 ; 
over 15, none; attended every school-day, 7; tardy marks, 2; vis- 
itors, 16. 


Fall term by Miss Teague. Length of term, 11 weeks; wages 
of teacher per month, $24; whole number of scholars, 21; average 
attendance, 19 1-5; scholars under 5 years, none; over 15, 2; 
tardy marks, 3; visitors, 19. 


DIVISION No. 5. 


Summer and fall terms, taught by Mrs. E. E. Blanchard. 
Length of summer term, 2 months; wages of teacher per month, 
$24 ; whole number of scholars, 5; average attendance, 43; schol- 
ars under 5 years, none; over 15, none; attended every school-day, 
2; tardy marks, none; visitors in summer, 11. 
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Fall term, 3 months. Wages of teacher, $24; whole number 
of scholars, 8; average attendance, 7; scholars under 5 years, 1; 
over 15 years, none; attended every school-day, 3; tardy marks, 
4; visitors, 15. 


DIVISION No. 6. 


Both terms taught by Miss Susie Norris. Length of summer 
term, 3 months; wages, $24 per month; whole number of scholars, 
6; average attendance, 42; under 5 years, 1; over 15, none; at- 
tended every day, 1; tardy marks, 7; visitors, 28. 

Winter term, 24 months; wages, $24 per month; whole num- 
ber of scholars, 8; average attendance, 6 3-5; under 5 years, none ; 

over 15 years, 3; attended every day, 2; tardy marks, 2;  vis- 
itors, 13. 3 


DIVISION No. 7. 


Both terms taught by Miss N. Ella Wilcox. Length of summer 
term, 3 months; wages of teacher per month, $24; whole number 
of scholars, 12; average attendance, 11 1-10; under 5 years, none ; 
over 15, none; attended every school-day, 3; tardy marks, none; 
visitors, 24. 

Winter term, 3 months; wages of teacher, $32 per month; 
whole number of scholars, 16; average attendance, 124; number 
over 15 years, 2; under 5, none; attended every school-day, none ; 
tardy marks, 27; visitors, 31. 

The average attendance in all the schools has been very good. 


WINSLOW SCHOOL. 

Teacher, Norman P. Wood. Wayes per month, $75; length 
of school, 4 months; whole number of pupils, 51; average attend- 
ance, 884; number of pupils over 15 years of age, 26. 

The closing examination of this school took place April 7th, 
and was conducted by the teacher in a very satisfactory. manner. 
The class in Geometry drew the problems neatly and explained 
them promptly. ‘The classes in Arithmetic, Grammar, Analysis, 
and in Reading, were remarkably prompt in answering every ques- 
tion, and in explaining their examples. 
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Mr. Wood is a young gentlemen, who proposes to make teach- 
ing a business for a time ; has, we think, the true idea, never tell- 
ing his pupils, but leading them by questions to the true solution.

The Chairman of your Committee was very fortunate in se- 
curing the services of so able a corps of teachers, all but two of 
whom had had experience. The other two were beginners,

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but will soon take their places among the best. Where all 


have done so well, your Committee prefer to speak of them collec- 
tively, but are ready to bear testimony to the ability of all of them 
to manage, to govern, and to teach. Our schools were excellent 


throughout. If any one will take the trouble to look over what has 


been set down before, they may see that something more is wanted. 
Note the irregularity of attendance and the tardiness, thus compel- 


ling the teachers to wait some time before they can begin their 


work. 

Neither the committee nor the teachers can reach this evil, and 
a great evil it is, except by persuasion. But there is a power, back 
of these, that should place every scholar in his seat at the beginning 
of each session of the day, and that power is in the parents; and 
until they exercise it fully, they must not expect their schools, 
though very good under these difficulties, to be as good as is desira- 
ble. Break up these two evils, establish a habit of regularity and 
promptness in your children, and they will rise up and call you 
blessed. If any of them are acquiring habits of idleness and indif- 
ference, these habits should be overcome, if possible, and the better 
way set before them. 


If the remarkable number of visitors to our schools the past 
year, is a sure sign of an awakening interest in the matter of 
education, then it should be accepted joyfully ; but as very few of 
the visitors were parents, the feeling becomes modified and the wish 
arises that more of the latter would visit our schools. 


In closing, let us see if we can appreciate the wisdom and fore- 
thought of our Puritan fathers in originating and establishing our 


system of common schools, over the old method of private tutors or 


by tuition. This system places the child of the rich and poor man 
on a level, so far as a common school education is concerned. By 
this system your children get their six months’ schooling for $9.54 
each, which sum would go but little way in private tuition. 

In this system lay the germ that afterwards developed into the 
declaration of equal rights, of independence, and finally into our 
present form of free government. That knowledge is power, is an 
old adage, and certainly, if we look back only a few years, we can 
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realize that it is true; and we can see how much it has developed 
the inventive ingenuity of man. 

Thus we are in the enjoyment of many blessings, derived from 
the wisdom and forethought of those who first established our com- 
mon schools. Let us, then, show that we know and feel their 
value, by sustaining them financially, and by employing the best 
teachers that can be obtained, and by supporting them in their en- 
deavors to teach well, to govern well, and in their endeavors 
to build up gentlemanly and ladylike characters in the rising 


generation.
